The Louisville Post, the most high- 
toned and self respecting of the great 
Democratic daily newspapers of Ken- 
tucky, says of Auditor Norman's self- 
procured indictments 

Tbe action of the Franklin Grand Jury 
has been of a character so extraordinary, 
it has so much the aspect of political 
persecution, it runs at so many p« 
contrary to law and fact, contrary to 
reason and justice as to call for con 
sideration and condemnation by the 
press and the public. 

It appears to be true that the Grand 
Jury of Franklin county has indicted 
for criminal libel Mr. B. du Pont, an 
owner of stock in Tho Louisville Com- 
mercial; R. M. Kelly. Editor of The 
Commercial, and Walter Forrester, 
Managing Editor of the same paper. 

This indictment, it appears, is based 
on an article which appeared in Tbe 
Commercial August 28th, calling for 
official figures concerning public revenues 
and expenditures. 

This call came in response to the 
statement, made on the stump and in 
campaign literature to the effect that 
Republican Judges and Republican At- 
torneys were more reckless and ex- 
travagant than Democrats occupying 
similar positions. 

The article is reproduced in another 
>lumn of The Evening Post that tbe 
people of the state may understand upon 



ground, in our judgment, this indictment 
«ts. 

The Commercial bases its reflections 
on tbe Auditor upon an extract from 
tbe message of Governor Brown. 

According to the Governor, "tbe re- 
ports of the Auditor shows a balance 
of fll 04; in fact, there is a deficit of 
1229,025 77." 

i this extract The Commercial 
charges that "tbe Auditor clearly at- 
tempted to practice fraud, covin and 
deceit," and that "he has falsified his 
books as mere Auditor." 

These are the facts on which Mr 
du Pont, a stockholder, is indicted for 
criminal libel, though it is known that 
for four months prior to the publication 
complained of Mr. du Pont has been 
absent from the country, and could have 
id nothing whatever to do with tbe 
publication. 

Furthermore, as far as The Evening 
Post can learn, the accusation or state 
ment made by the Governor, as to the 
al compaied to the apparent con- 
dition of the Treasury, has never been 
denied. 

Yet, when a newspaper undertakes to 
iticise such bookkeeping a partisan 
Grand Jury and an incompetent prosecu- 
;ing attorney lend the machinery of the 
aw to muzzle the press. 

We can say to Auditor Norman that 
this action prejudices his case. He ap 
pears in three characters before tbe pub- 
lic.

On the other hand, it will not counte- 
nance any persecution of the press under 
the forms of law. It car 
a resort to indictments to int 
newspapers. The grounds for this in- 
dictment are frivolous, and the indicU 
ment of Mr. du Pont is a reflection on 
the official capacity of tbe officer who 
drew tbe papers. 

This is no way to quiet popular dissat- 
factlon with tbe conduct of public 
office. Tbe Evening Poet has discredited 
tbe vague accusation and the mere inti- 
mations of irregularities. It has not ap- 
peared to us that the state Government 
was spending too much money, but too 
little.

Cbioaoo, Sept. 85.— Thle Is the seo- 
Olid successive phenomenally warm 
week over most of the country east of 
the Rocky mountains, with an entire 
absence of rain over much of the cen-' 
tral valleys, Atlantic coast and (iulf 
■states. Corn, except a small part of 
Ihe late crop in Ohio ami Indiana, is 
now safe from frost. Tho weather 
condition of the week have been jren- 
srally favorable for cutting and gath- 
ering corn, which work is In general 
progress. The warm, dry weather has 
also been favornble for cotton picking, 
which has made good progress. The 
reports show that cotton OTje.Wed rap- 
Idly during the week and ' tHat the ex- 
ceedingly warm and dry weather have 
forced the young bolls to open prema- 
turely. 

Complaints of damage by insects 
* have continued to indicate decrease. 
While the growth of the tobacco has 
l>een retarded by drought, the wnrm, 
dry weather has been favorable for 
housing and ouring. Throughout the 
Ohio and central Mississippi valleys 
fall plowing and seeding have been 
touch delayed owing to a drought, and 
general rains In these sections are 
needed to place the ground In condi- 
tion for this work. Freezing tempera- 
tures occurred throughout the central 
and northern Rocky mountain regions, 
which with snow to considerable 
depth In portions of Idaho, Wyoming 
and Colorado, put an end to the growth 
of vegetation generally in that region 
and caused much injury, especially to 
fruit trees in Utah and Colorado. 

Kentucky— Abnormally high tem- 
perature and sunshiny weather, A 
general rainfall is needed, as continued 
drought will prove Injurious. 1'astures 
and corn "drying and stock water 
scarce. 

Ohio— Rainfall light in southern and 
western counties, but nearly overage 
elsewhere. Wheat and rye seeding 
and corn and tobacco cutting pro- 
gressed. Abnormal warmth ripened 
late corn rapidly. Some wheat and 
rye up and crops made some improve- 
ment where rainfall was sufficient. 

Indiana— Hot, sunny, dry weather 
during the week. Lorn matured rapid- 
lv, most is now in shock and nearly all 
safe from frost. Tobacco is being 
housed rapidly. Wheat and rye cora- 

ing up nicely.
